Subject.— Conditions for licensing imports under the Belgian Government Credit — 
1971-72. 

No. 159-ITC(PN)/71. — The conditions for licensing Private Sector/Public Sector 
Imports under the Belgian Government Credit—1971-72, as given in the Appendix I 
and II to this Public Notice, are notified for the information of the trade. 
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APPENDIX I 

Conditions for Licensing Private Sector Imports under the Belgian Government 

Credit— 1971/72. 

1. The licence will be issued with a validity period of twelve months but firm 

orders'on C.I.F./C.&.F. basis must be placed on the Balglan Suppliers and copies 
of the same furnished to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs 
within four months from the date of issue of the import licence, In cases where 

orders have not been placed within the period of 4 months, the licences should apply 

to the Chief Controller of Imports & Exports for suitable extension in the period of 
ordering giving adequate justification for delay in placing orders. Such requests 
will be considered on merits by Chief Controller of Imports & Exports in consulta¬ 
tion with Ministry of Fiance (Department of Economic Afiairs). However, no 
Import licence shall be made valid or revalidated beyond the 31st December, 1972. 
The licence codes “S” and “BE" should be Indicated in the first and second 

suffix after the licence number. The correct licence code should be used in all the 

shipping documents as well as In the “S” form required to be furnished to the Indian 
Bank at the time of rupee deposits. 

2. Only goods of Belgian origin are eligiable for being flnaced under this Credit. 

3. The licence will not be valid for remittances from India. Payments to the 
Belgian Suppliers can be made only In accordance with the procedure set forth 1 in 
paragraphs G-10 below. 

4. The contract of supply between the Indian Importer and the Belgian Supplier 
should provide for the import being financed out of the Belgian Government Credit 
In accordance with the procedures set forth in these Licensing Conditions, and 
should also be made subject to approval by the Government of India. Importers 
should take special care to Inform the Suppliers about this condition and also 
incorporate a clause to this effect in the supply contract. Moreover approved orders 
should not be cancelled without prior concurrence the Ministry of Finance Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs. 

N. B .—Licences Issued before the Credit Agreement between Government of India 
and Belgium for 1971-72 is signed will be subject to the following further 
conditions: — 

(a) contracts between the Indian Importers and the Belgian exporters against 

the prospective Belgian Credit will be subject to the approval of the 
Government of India and the Government of Belgiam; 

(b) contracts against the prospective credit betwen Indian importers and 

Belgian exporters would to treated as provisional and would become 
final only after the loan agreement is actually signed; 

(c) a copy "each of the contracts will be forwarded by the Government of 

India to the Government of Belgium. Ministry of Foreign Afiairs and 
External Trade, as soon as the contracts are signed and. 

(d) payments against the said contracts will normally be made only after the 

loan agreement is signed and necessary funds are credited to Govern¬ 
ment of India’s account with the National Bank of Belgium. 


5. The value of the contract should be expressed in Belgian Francs. The con¬ 
tract should normally provide for cash payment out of the Belgian Government 
Credit on presentation of shipping documents, For any customary performance 
guarantee, the Suppliers could be asked to furnish a bank guarantee. 


6. As soon as possible after the contracts are concluded, the importer should 
request the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Afiairs, W.E, III Section 
to Issue a Letter of Authority for payments to the Belgian Suppliers. This request 
should be accompanied by four photostat/certifled copies of the Contract/Supply 
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‘Order and Bank Guarantee as required in paragraph 8 hereunder. The following 
Information should also be sent to the Department of Economic Affairs along with 
The contracts/supply order— 

(i) Details of the Import licence- 

la) Number.. 

(b) Date of issue. 

(c) Value. 

(ii) Name and Address of the Importer.. 

(iii) Name and Addresn of the Importer. 

(iv) Value of the contract/order in Belgian Francs.-. 

(v) Short description of the goods to be imported.. 

(vi) Time for delivery (A schedule indicating probable dates and amounts of 

payments to the Supplier may also be given). 

(vii) Detailed list of shipping documents, like Bill of Fading Invoices. Certi¬ 
ficate of Origin, etc., which the National Bank of Belgium should 
demand from the Suppliers before making pnyment, together with the 
number of copies of each document required. 

’(viii) Indian Agents Commission, if any, included in the contract (Amount or 
percentage to be indicated). " ' . 

(jx) Special instructions, if any... 

7. On receipt of the copies of the contract/supply order, the Bank Guarantee 
'-and the information required in paragraph 6 above, the Department of Economic 
Affairs will forward a copy of the contract to the Belgian Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
•and External Trade together with number and date of issue of the Import licence 
'by the appropriate Import licensing authority in India and the nature of the goods 
To be supplied and also issue a letter of authority to the National Bank of Belgium 
(in the form at Annexure-I) authorising payment to the suppliers against shipping 
-documents. All payments will have lo be completed by 31st December, 1972 and 
mo payment beyend this date will be authorised. 


8. The importers will have to deposit; — 

fl) the rupee equivalent of the payments to the suppliers In Belgian Francs 
at the composite rate which is currently one Belgian Franc—0.152 
Ini'an Rupees. Any revision In the composite rate will be advised to 
the Importers/their bankers by the Department of Economic Affairs as 
and when It takes place; 

(li) a fixed charge of five (5) per cent of (1) above to cover incidental and 
commitment charges; and 

(iii) interests at the rate of six per cent per annum on the amounts required 
to be deposited at items (i) and (ii) above from the date of actual pay¬ 
ment tc the supplier by the National Bank of Belgium to the date of 
actual deposit of the rupee equivalent by the importer in the State 
Bank of India, Tis Hazari, Delhi or Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi. 


The importers will be required to furnish a bank guarantee from an approved 
•scheduled bank In the form attached (Annexure II) agreeing to deposit the amounts 
•specified in paragraph 7 above. The footnote under the Bank Guarantee form 
-should be noted for strict compliance. 


IN.B ,—Importers should note that after payment to the Belgian Suppliers, the 
Belgian National Bank will send the documents to the Bank from which the 
importers produce the Bank Guarantee and that that bank will not have 
authority to release the document? to the importer until the rupees have been 
deposited as Indicated above. 
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9. It will be obligatory for tha importers , to make the requisite rupee deposit 
only through Authorised Dealers in foreign exchange and also to get the Exchange 
Control copy of the licence endorsed by them as required in Public Notice No. 184- 
ITC(PN)/68, dated the 30th August, 19(58. They should also fill in the requisite 
‘S’ Form as prescribed by the Reserve Bank of India. 

10. The moneys specified in paragraph 8 above shall be deposited with the State- 
Bank of India, Tis Hazari Branch, Delhi, or the Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi 
for credit to the Central Government Accounts under the head of account—

Form as prescribed by the Reserve Bank of India.
